Irrigation in Arkansas 


O 


NE OP THE results of this summer's drouth has boon to 
stimulate experiments with irrigation in various parts of 


Arkansas. Early in June the operators of a 1,500-acrc corn 
field located in a river bend near Cotton Plant installed a 
powerful pump on a raft and began taking water from an 
arm of the White river. More recently, when total loss 
threatened a 1,000-acre corn field on a unit of the Tucker 
prison farm, Superintendent Reed undertook to save it by 
similar measures, pumping water from one of the horseshoe 
lakes in the old channel of the Arkansas river. For the scc- 
-<md year water pumped from Noble lake is now being used to 
'irrigate corn crops on the planatation of Couch Brothers, and 
from Emerson reports have come to the Gazette of pumping 


'"'systems installed by two farmers there to irrigate cane and 
'truck crops. 


Irrigation is more familiar in the arid and semi-arid 


States than in Arkansas. But these experiments in its use 
raay well wake the interest of our farmers and receive care- 
ful study. On the economic and technical side there are of 
course questions that cannot be settled offhand. Drouths are 
. not to be expected every year. And there are years when the 
- country's corn crop is so abundant and the price-consequently 


KO low that irrigation of local crops might nut be a paying 
proposition. On "the other .hand, there is rarely a summer 
when hot and dry weather does not damage corn and other 
crops of importance. Frequently the parched fields lie along- 
gide streams where even in the summer months water is 
running to waste. The possibility of pumping this water up- 
on favorably situated land seems well worth investigation.

- First Marketing Law 


"The Capper-Volstead act 
of 


1922 was the first federal law on^ 
the subject of co-operative mar-' 
ketlng," he says; in reviewing the 
measures. "This act laid the foun-. 
datlon of fartner'owned and farm- 
er controlled agencies for market- 
ing farm products around which 
principle the recent agricultural 
marketing act has been built. 


"Congress also passed the pack- 


ers and stockyards 'act 1ft answer 
to a demand for control of opera- 
tions of certain packers and stock- 
yards accused of price favoritism 
and manipulation. The effect has 
been very helpful and wholesome. 
The act gave control to the De- 
partment of Agriculture under very 
rigid rules and regulations. 


"Excesses of speculation in grain 


have been curbed and unfair prac- 
tices eliminated' by the grain fu- 
tures act of 1922," v/hlch made it 
unlawful for other than owners or 
srowers of grain to deal in futures. 
Owners and growers of grain were 
given new protection. 


"The warehouse act of 1922 was 


passed as essential to tlie contin- 
ued growth of co-operative market- 
ing; a system of Federal ware- 
houses was built up and warehouse 
certificates Issued from them have 
been of great help to producers In 
financing their operation*. 


1 "A co-operative marketing divl-. 
sion was created In the Department' 
of Agriculture by the co-oporative 
marketing act of 192R to .help the 
new 
co-operative 
movement 
or- 


ganize itself on sound 
business 


principles. 


Farm Product Protection. 


"In 1920 a very large share of 


farm products wore on thn free list 
under the provisions of the Under- 
wood tariff law. Early in 1921'the 
emergency tariff was passed - b y 
Congress establishing substantial 
protective rates upon practically all 
farm products. These were wHttea 
Into the general 
tariff revision 


known as the Fordney-McCumber 
law. The flexible provision in that 
law was used several^ times by tlie 
president to raise rates on agri- 
cultural .products, notably butter, 
from/eight''debts to; 12 cents n 
pound. 


"In the Smoot-Hawley tariff act 


recently passed, tho basic rates on 
practically all agricultural products 
have been substantially increased.

Stimulating 4-H Club Work

ing the national organization of 
farm boys and girls called the 
4-H Clubs.

Murray's triumph in the primary 


brings back to Oklahoma politick one 
of the state's most colorful figures.

His 
curly crops of alfalfa gave him his 
nickname. 


When Oklahoma entered the union 


he helped write the slate consUUillon. 
On the front porch of his three-room 
log cabin home he sudicd the consti- 
tution of every state 
in existence. 


Next he became speaker of the state 
legislature. Later he went to con- 
gress.

Six years ago he found Oklahoma 


too civilized. He liked the frontier, 
am' not finding imy frontier in the 
United States any more he took a 
parly of colonists down to Bolivia 
seeking, to establish a group of farms 
there} on rich land in the tropics. 
After a year of this his colonists got 
discouraged and came back; Murray 
came back, recruited a new set and 
and went down to repeat the venture. 


This second attempt was little more 


successful. Murray returned not long 
ago with little baggage and almost 
no money. Ho promptly announced 
his candidacy for governor, and be-

primary, Butlrnm, is a typical mod- 
ern' business man, suave, prosperous 
and successful. He is campaigning 
for a business administration; Mur- 
ray is appealing almost exclusively lo 
the farmers. 


"Alfalfa Bill," with his baggy cloth- 


es and well-waxed yellow mustache, 
is just as odd intellectually as he is 
in appearance. 
Although when lie 


ran away from home at the age of 12. 
he did not know his alphabet, in his 
speeches he now quotes Talleyrand. 
Buddha, Solon, Adam Smith, Karl 
Marx, Herbert Spencer and James 
Brycc. His memory for dates and fig- 
ures is amazing. He seems to have

bell was named attorney for the commission at a salary of 
$4,000.00 per year. 


This law took authority to make rates from our city 


councils and transferred the same to the corporation commis- 
sion. 


Many of our towns fought the increased rates given to 


the various power companies during that two years, and as 
attorney for the commission Mr. Campbell fought for the law 
and the increased rates. 'Governor" 
MPRae abolished 'this 


commission during the first two months of his administra- 
tion. 


It will be recalled by many, to the discredit of Mr. Camp- 


bell, that he i.s the man who accepted $1,000.00 from Mark 
Dover to secure his pardon from the penitentiary from the 
acting governor. Then, after the governor returned to tin1 
state and demanded that the granting of the pardon be con- 
tested, Mr. Campbell appeared in his capacity as attorney, 
attempting to invalidate the pardon, THEREBY APPEAR- 
ING AGAINST HIS FORMER CLIENT FROM WHOM 
HE ACCEPTED A $1,000.00 FEE. 


Concerning Campbell's allegation that Senator Robinson 


derives fees for representing power companies and other 
corporations, this charge has been answered very effectively 
by Curtis B. Hurley, well known newspaper man of Morrilton 
and former president of the Arkansas Press Association, who 
made a personal investigation of the charge by Campbell. 
After a most searching inquiry, My Hurley, through his 
paper, announced that while Senator Robinson was a mem- 
ber of a law firm that represents power companies, he has 
never received any fees for any case tried by this firm. Mr. 
Hurley says in part:

never been, employed directly or indirectly, liy a single one 
of the power companies or corporations named In/ .Mr 
belt," 


Mr. Hurley also said that he ascertained that Senator 


Robinson's partnership arrangement limits his earnings 
solely to business which Senator Robinson accepts and which 
he tries personally. 


And bringing the subject closer to home, many remem- 


ber the eleventh hour trickery of Campbell in one of his cam- 
paigns against Mr. Oldfield. Just a few days before the 
election Campbell exhibited personal and private correspond- 
ence between Oldfield and other parties., and this correspond- 
ence, secured by the most unfair methods, was used in an 
effort to prejudice the voters during the closing hours of the 
campaign. Very correctly so, the people did not approve- of 
this unscrupulous treatment, and the incident served as u 
boomerang. 


To reject Senator Robinson's candidacy at this time is 


for Arkansas to take a step backward. In recent years our 
state has outlived the reputation from which it suffered so 
long, and none is more responsible for this clarification than 
Senator Robinson himself. Arkansas needs him now more 
than ever before. Many national observers of the political 
situation see in the senator the logical democratic nominee 
for president.
